An Ordinance to Regulate the Erec- 


tion, Construction and Location 
of industrial Plants Within the 
City or Hope, Arkansas 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL Ol«' THE 
CITY OF 
HOPE, ARKANSAS: 
SECTION ONE. That the words 
"Industrial 
Plants" 
hereinafter 
used in ttiis ordinance shall include 
foundaries, sawmills, basket fac- 
tories, brick laclorics, handle fac- 
tories, cotton seed oil mills, head- 
ing factories, pasteurization plants 
and homogiyiization plants for the 
pasteurization and homogeni/alion 
of milk, chouse factories and ice 
plants. 


SECTION TWO. That every per- 
son, lirrn or corporation desiring 
to install an industrial plant, or to 
erect any building to house the 
same,- or both, within the city 
limits of the City of Hope Arkan- 
sas, shall conform to the following 
requirements, 
in addiiion lo tivj 
building ordinance: 
The applicant shall make ap- 
plication to the City Council iur 
u permit to do tne .necessary 
construction work and installa- 
tion. 
Upon application being 
made for a permit to install air 
industrial plant or to erect 
any building to house the same, 
or both, the City Council shall 
fix a date for a hearing on 
said application, and the City 
Clerk snail give notice of said 
hearing by publication in soisc 
newspaper published and hay- 
ing a bona fide circulation in 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, by 
at least two insertions; and 
upon the date fixed the Council 
shall hear all interested 
per- 
sons. 


SECTION THREE. Should there 
be a protest from a majority of the 
properly owners of record within 
300 feel of the proposed site for 
such building or 
installation 
of 
such industrial plant, filed with 
tho City Council at or before such 
hearing, the requested permit shall 
not be granted. Should the num- 
per protesting be less than a ma- 
jority of the property owners with- 
in 300 feet of such proposed site, 
the City Council may grant or ro- 
ject said permit as it shall deem 
proper, provided such hearing may 
be continued for cause. 


SECTION FOUR. Thai no indus- 
trial plant shall hereafter be in- 
stalled nor shall any building be 
creeled to house 
any industrial 


plant within 300 feet of any school, 
church or hospital. 


SECTION FIVE. Thai all build- 
ings designed lo be used for indus- 
trial planls shall be of fireproof 
construction, 
and all appliances 


used in the construction thereof, 
shall be safe and of the latest ap- 
proved design for fire prelection, 
and free from unnecessary danger 
with reference tu fire projection. 
SECTION 
SIX. 
Every person, 


firm or corporation who shall vio- 
late any of Ihe provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in 
any sum not less than Twenty-five 
Dollars ($25.00) nor more than One 
Hundred

each day that said industrial plant 
installed" in violation of this ordi- 
nance is permitted t.o remain or a 
house in which said industrial plant 
is located is erected in viol'ition of 
this ordinance and is permittod to 
stand, shall be treated as ;' .sep- 
arate offense.
